FIFTY YEARS AGO 
(December 2, 1*27) 
One of the most far reaching roads to 
otter Hamlin Is being opened up this week 
It is a part of the Great Plains Highway 
between Hamlin and Aspermont A party 
composed of H O Castle, J.J. Waggoner, 
J W Exalt, D.C. Gibson, Commissioner J.L. 
Keen and the Herald Editor, made an in­ 
spection of the new road last Saturday 
morning It is a dandy new road. It has 
taken a long, long time to get this opened, 
but hard work and cooperation always win 
Hamlin has gone down into her pocket and 
paid about $1,500.00 for it, and many com­ 
mittees have kept right on the trail and then 
Commissioner Keen comes along with his 
big caterpillar and grader and the result is 
about six miles or more of 00-foot road that 
is practically ready to be topped. It passes 
through some of the finest farming land in 
Jones County and then through the "T 
Diamond" ranch about two or three miles 
north in Stonewall County Only two bridges 
were required to be built, and they were in 
the big ranch Much fencing had to be done 
and considerable right-of-way had to be 
bought. Some of the land owners gave the 
ri£)t-of-way and others required money and 
no fencing This road gracefully spring! off 
Central Avenue in the North part of town 
and then another pretty curve to the north, 
then straight to the county line with only two 
more curves before it reaches the old 
Stonewall County road One thing this road 
docs and that is to give the newcomer a 
better impression of the agricultural lands 
around Hamlin. It is a beautiful view as one 
rides over the ridge five miles north of town 
and beholds the expanse of land and homes 
and the City of Hamlin in the distance This 
road gives Hamlin four or Ave dandy outlets 
that will impress everyone with the extent of 
the agricultural lands that surround 
Hamlin.

Controlling Brucellosis 


Aspermont—Brucellosis 
contines to be a major 
problem in Texas cattle 
herds, says E . T. Hennig, 
county agent with the Texas 
AgricuHural 
Extension 
Service for Stonewall County. 
As of October I there were 
2,785 quarantined 
herds 
owned by 2,390 individuals. 
Why does brucellosis con­ 
tinue to be such a serious 
problem? Hennig lists these 
reasons: 
—Lack of immunity in 
breeding herds. This can be 
strengthened by a continuing 
program of calfhood vac­ 
cination of all beef and dairy 
heifers using Strain 
19 
brucella abortus vaccine. 
—Failure 
to 
separate 
“ heavy 
springers” 
and 
calving animals from the 
breeding herd. The disease is 
spread more frequently when 
a reactor animal aborts or 
during calving. 
—Failure to teat the com­ 
plete herd on each test. 
Testing only the cattle in the 
same 
pasture where 
a 
reactor is found is not 
adequate if other cattle on the 
ranch 
are 
not 
tested. 
Unrecognized reactors may 
continue 
to spread 
the 
disease. 
—Failure to separate or
